What is theperpenJicuVir bight of this Mountain , I cannot:

But it is a very goodly Mountain to 
look upon, as one palTes by Szt to the Eaft-ward,ftanding alone 
byitfelf, rifing from the very fliore^ and at flurteft paffigeis

Men sre capable of 3 than 
defcribedMiH, as really te Is - 7 which he undertakeeh to p. eve 
by div rs inftmces, t»ktn from the Carteftan fibrick of the 
pats at the Brain; in the doing of which our Author fa owes 
great dr*xrerity 3 skill, and accuratenes. And from hence he 
proceecs y 
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To obfervethe wantofexa&nefs intheCattsorJ^w,hith- 
srto give n of the Brain : and although he acknowledgtth,that the 
heft Figures, hitherto made of that part 5 are thofe of Dr. WiU 
#r, yet he finds ieveral faults committed here and there, 
and conceives, there are many things to be added for making 
them perfed : which certainly this able Anatomift will confider 
further, and according to his Ingenuity 5 as he (hall fee caufe* 
redify , if the Author of the Book 3 ivefle&ed on 3 prevent 
him not. 

Having thus difcufTed the hitherto pra&ifed way of differing 
she Brain, and the litle light to be derived thence^ together 
with the defe&ivenefs of the Fgures belonging thereto , he lea* 
veth it to the Confideration of Judicious men , what faith is to 
be given to the Explications made upon fuchunfolid foundati- 
ens j and that done j he declares, which are the two only ways 
for attaining the true knowledge of an Engine $ viz,. One^ by 
having the contrivaiceof it discovered by the Authc r hifflfelrj 
the ether, by taking it in pieces to the very leaft parts, and 
examining them ail both feveraily and joyntly. The former 
not being to be expe&ed , he excites the Lovers of real know- 
ledge co the careful performance of the latter 5 excufingin the 
meantime thofe two forts ofperfons > that hitherto have ad» 
di$ed themfelves to Anatomical refearches , viz. fbyfiiidns 
snd chirurgims , for not having made fatisfa&ory difcoveries 
by their labors, and alleadging on their behalf their want of 
aime requifitefor this purpofe $ the ill confequence of which he 
reprefents to be, that they often undertake to cure aBody 5 o£ 
which they know net the Snu&ure , which is no better , X faith 
he) then if a man would repair or wind up an Engin, the parts 
of which he is ignorant of. And as for Profeffors of Univer- 
fines or other Schools , he Judges them not fo proper for that 
particular application 5 and the variety of methods of differing $ 
both which is neceflary for examining every the frmlkft part, 
and the obferveables thereof 5 there being fometimes riqaired 
whole years for finding out one onely thing , that perhaps may 
aftei wards be demonftrated to others in one hour % which he ex- 
emplifyes by divers iflftances of Difcoveries^.. made by fome 
of the modern Aoatomifts. 
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He concludes h:$ Difcourfe by recommending the method 
which feems beft and moft convincing to htm , for making true 
Difccveries in Anatomy 5 where he advifeth , that for obtai- 
ning the true hiftory of the parts, wefhould examine and accor- 
dingly draw them in that State,in which they are found naturally, 
without at all forcing them^ thereby to find 5 whether the parts 
are indeed joyned together or feparated, and whatfituation is 
affigned them by Nature itfelf. Where he defires, that the 
Anatomift would not only be intent upon the part 5 on which 
he is for the prefent employed, but alfo reflect upon all the Ope- 
rations y he hath made before he came to that part, which may 
have caufed fome change or other in the fame 5 as to is fcituati- 
on , connexion (jre, Of which he alfo allecges divers Exam- 
ples^efpecialy as to the Brain. 

Beftdes this exa& attention on all the Operations , he further 
counfels the Change of the wajs of Differing > and deduceth 
the ill cenfequences of binding ourfelves to certain fixt Laws of 
differing each part$ this benefit re faking from that Change 7 
that if it doth not always difcover fomething new 5 it lets us know 
at leaft, whether we have been deceived in what we have feeri 
formerly, efpecially in things dubious andcontefted. Of the 
neceffity ofthisChange he brings manifeft proofs* and having 
done fo > he, alledges the reafon why he fays nothing of the Up 
of the parts of the Brain 5 nor of the anions called Animafyt being 
impoffible to explain the motions,that are made by an Engin y 
if the artifice of the parts be notknown ? and thofe Anatomifts 
rendring themfelves ridiculous, that difcourfe fo magifterially 
of theUfe of the parts>of which they know not the ftrufture. 

Laftofall, heobferves, that when all this, he hath difcour- 
fedof^done,thatisbuttheleaft ofwhatis^edonei in regard 
that for the acquiring of fome good Knowledge of the Brain * 
there muft be Diffe&ioas and Examinations made of as many 
Heads > as there are different fpecies's of Animals 3 and different 
States and Conditions of each kind 5 lincethat in the fetus's of 
Animals it will be fsen,How the Brain is formed 5 and what could 
not be feen in found and entire JB rains 9 may bs feeniafuch^ as 
have been changed by fickoefs, 

I^lnftead oithntbtr Book.of which we proofed to give here 
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au Accomptj we find our f elves oblieged feinewhat to enlarge that which 
was, for want of more leifure, too curforily gven in Nxmk 49, of 
Dr, Witties Anfwer to Hydr&kgia Chymica , concerning the $carbrmv 
Spare. To do therefore right to this Worthy perfon ? we ought among 
other things to take notice of what he faith in his Preface •, That when he 
ftrfl publifbedhk Book* he had found the Scarbrough Spaw , even in 20. years 
Experience^ to be eminently fuccesful in the . Cure of very many dif cafes, which 
hadrefifted all rational Methods >that hadbeen ufed either by himfe'f bro- 
thers of his Vacuity. That now hk P raft ice had been near 30. years , and 
that now he can add Jome confiderable Cures y which he hath not hitherto 
exprejfed. 

Now to follicit this Learned Do<$or % and others for theic farther Difco- 
very's of Sanative Waters , and to add weight to the Argument- we may 
obfetVe*, that A, 1634. Dr. Tholias whitaker y a<Tamous .phyfitian of 
Ncrmch^ublKhzd inEnglifh a difcourfe n«e* 'Tf-etrifitH or Of Prink? 
ing Mineral Waters ; particularly refleding upon a Mineral Water then 
difcoveredin Norfolk.^ and producing the Joynt-advice of all Antiquity 
(as he pretends,) at lea ft of the beft; Writers, ninrelyof Hippocrates, 
Gdcn.Avicenna&c. generally ?gainft all ufe of Mineral Waters either 
to be taken inwardly , or for any outward application. This Z)ifcourfe 
is reemmended by the exprefs approbation andelogiesof -Or William Cle- 
ment , Fellow and Regifler of the Colledge of Phyfitians in London, and 
by Dr. Alex. Read Icllow of the f me Colledge. 

This may give fit Caution againft the rafh Ufe otiuch Waters , when 
ordinary* Medians jnr.y be effe&ual ., and to take- the advice, of skilful 
Phyfitians inth,e Ule bfthemV And for the Poor , which are not able 
to retain Phyfitinns \ '.nor' to pay Apothecaries , they mutt abide the ad- 
ventueof repairing to thofekind Fountains, which doe not infrequently 
cure, when all-other coflly and tedious Methods doc fails. And here 
they may find the Suffrage of many Curious and mquificive Authors, and 
the evidence o£ much Experience : Her?, they may lee the real and great 
performances of Cures,, and/ what are the particular Cures,, what the 
pirricul:]r Ingredients > and wlm die mixtures, together with the feveral 
ways of Analyfingthe Waters &c. 

As to the Sanative Properties in general of many Mineral! Fountains 
(betides the numerous Experiments of all forts of people 'for many Ages 
irifome f>(\ces, andoflace difeovJry in other places; Dr. jvitiie recites 
the Judicious* teftirtiony of IX. Fremh and Dr' Dean concerning the 
Knar thorough Spaw * y Doctor 'forttdit concerning . tfie Baths in Somerfet- 
fllirc i JJ^Heers Spadocrene; Dofytr Frambefarius and Dr. Ryetim 
of che S.auvcnir m .Germany, Dr. Faikplus de'i'hcrm.

attefted by Dr. Highmore , who affirmes alfo upon his own Tryal , that 
it hath a larger proportion of the Minerals, than Aftrap-w&tev ; but 
that the force holds not , if removed from the Spring-head, And Dr> 
Wittk luth.himfeif fufficiently gfTerted the Vertues of the Scarborough-

He further voucbeth his own Trial (p. 179. ) that KUfslmugh water hath 2. Ouhcs 
of Salt ina Gallon, thoughkbe 40* miles diftant horn the $;a: And that he hath 
found alfo by tryaUthc 16th part of the Nothern 8ea water near Scarborough to be a bo- 
dy of Salt ( an Ounce of Salt for every pint 5 ) and he conceives the Souther- Seas to con- 
tain a greater proportion of Salt, Here wemuft dsftinguilh, that the 2. OuncesofSak 
above mentioned , to be found in every Gallon of fyiarsborough water, belang to the 
Weil there called the $u[pbur-m\\ s And for the healing propertiesof the Sweet well 
(as they call the other Well at I£nars borough ) he refers to the Ingenious and illusions 
Experiments of Dr. French and Dr. Dean. 

Afi which being confidered, wc cannot but add % that whoever difcovers fuch healing 
waters, and pubiickly prefcribes the fafc and right uie ofthera, does really diftributc 
larger aud nobler Almes , than if he built and endowed a Sw$y* For this prolongs life, 
and reilores, health 5 ( whehisfomctimes better than life J both to rich and Poor, to Na- 
tives and ftrangers , to Neighbors and Travellors. 

We cannot take off our hands here, without annexing our Authors related Experi- 
ment of Cdrps (p. a$. J which were taken out of Pends newly drained, and being 
pat with frefh wattcr into a Copper Brewing- veiTcl , to be prefer ved but for ore night, 
were all found dead in the morning. This he imputes to the poifoncus fleams of the Cop~ 
£er communicated to the cold water. 

Among the Caufcs ot Hot-springs^ he dcth(*p. 181.) alledfcc a con fid er able re* 
mark on an Obfervation , made by the lace Lord Ftirftx , of lomc heaps of White pow* 
der, which he found fweat out of the Earth near Bathi^ in tfomcrfetfliire, ) which being 
put into the water, makes it hot $ as my feif ( \m\) the Potter) did experience 5. or 
6. years after his Lordihip had taken it up. 

As to his laft Experimental Demonftrations and Obfervations , How the fail of Rain 
and Snow may generally and moil frequently be the caufe of our pureft, livelieftand 
moft lading Springs, they doe all agree moil punctually in all ciicumftanccs,wim the 
Experiences and Obfervations cfanAntient and very W rthy Gentleman, who lives on 
the n\ieof Mendip hills , andhatbhad his Eyes always from his Youngeft d^ys upon 
the faifeft and fulieft Sources and Amoery's, I lay not of Msndip but I think I may 
fay of this Jjland. This Gcnt'cman hath given to a friend of his the Inftancei and 
Particulars under his own hand, both for the Springs about Mendip, and in other parrs 
of England ; and hath rrnny other Antient WhneiTes to joyn with him in the fame Cer- 
tificate. And yet D<\ Wlxtit attribures much ( fome will fay, more than enough ) to 
the Converfion of Ai? into Water in the Subterraneous Channels; For the Illuftration 
©f which be himfelf knew a Sergeant, belonging to HuH, who in a Viibtto did void above 
6. quarts or xz. pounds of Urine every 24 hours, f r fome weeks together, till all 
his Mufculoui parts were diftolved into Urine i theme;tfure whereof did farr exceed the 
weight of his whole Body , and *f his Meat and Drink : In all this time he drank not. 
$. pints of drink in a day. I know net whether I dare 3llea Ig here Sir K/ne'm Vigbft 
rei. tion, he recited of the Nun> which voided 200 pounds of Water, as from her bladder, 
every 24*. hours, for feme weeks together : or that Older record of a fi k Maid in It il) , 
who did every day voyd $6. pints or pounds of Urine far the fpace of 60. days 3 du- 
ring whkh time there wtre collided 1740. pounds of U'ine more thin the weight of all 
her Meat ana Drink*that &c had taken.
